GOV. HAMILTON 5 Rane BELLEVILLE 


In a recent article condemning in proper 
terms the violence and lawlesness of the 
alien strikers at Marblehead, Mass., and 
Belleville, UL, the Boston Advertiser erred 
in blaming Gov. Hamilton, of this State, for 
the mistaken leniency with which the riot- 
ers were treated by the local authorities, It 
said of the Lilinois riot;

To this was added the statement that the 
Governor of Lilinois net only tolerated mob 
rule, but encouraged. and surrendered a 
whole district to pure barbarism,” and by so 
deing “violated his duties in a manner so 
flagrant as to deserve severe punishment.” 
In reaching this conclusion the Advertiser 
must have proceeded upon a gross misappre- 
hension of the facts. All it had to say in de- 
nunciation of the communistic aliens who 
organized the mob and the pusillanimous 
local authorities who condoned their criminal 
acts was perfectly right, but the conduct of 
Gov. Hamilton was entirely in aceord with 
the Constitution and laws of the State and the 
interests of society, It was not his fault that 
the punishment of the rioters was not carried 
out, and there is reason to believe that he re- 
grets and condemns as much as any one the 
discharge of the Communists who were ar- 
rested. 

The facts of the case, as obtained from a 
gentleman entirely familiar with the Govy- 
ernor’s course, areas follows: The .mob, 
which consisted mainly of Italian and Polish 
aliens, made its first appearance at the Col- 
linsville mines in Madison County; most of 
them were from the mining region of St. 
Clair County, near Belleville, and their mis- 
sion was to prevent men from working who 
wanted to do so. At the urgent solicitation 
af the Sheriff of Madison County, backed up

The Democratic Sheriff of St, Clair 
County then applied to the Governor 
for assistance, alleging that the mob was 
beyond the control of his civil force. There- 
upon the Governor ordered Col. Barkley and 
his command to report to the Sheriif of St. 
Clair County, who agreed to take direction 
of the troops as the law provides. The 
Sheriff seems to have flanked, however, pre- 
tending to be sick, and the troops were met 
by two Deputy-Sheriffs of that county when 
they reached the seene of the disturbance at

DAKOTA’S HEW UOAPITAL. 

After @ campaign which has deen con- 
ducted with great vigor and some acrimony, 
the Commissioners selected to locate the 
Capital of the great Territory of Dakota, 
which has now balf a million of souls, 
have finished their work, and 
has received the distinction of bemg named 
as the Capital of what we believe will 
be neither Northern nor Southern, but 
an undivided Dakota. The eontest at fret 
was in the nature of a guerrilla war- 
fare, and all was fair in war, ‘The conse- 
quence was jealousy, orimination, and re- 
crimination, wholesale charges of corruption, 
and antagonisms all over the Territory, 
When the commission was appointed, how- 
ever, and the Governor natified the contest 
ants to put in their bids, the struggle was 
narrrowed down within legitimate limits, 
and they offered all they had and nearly 
mortgaged themselves for all time to come 
in their efforts to get ahead of each other 
and convince the Commissioners of the su! 
perior claims as weil as advantages of their 
respective sites, 

The commission performed its work fairly, | 
honestly, and intelligentiy. The candidates 
were numerous atfirst, Some of them ip 
time dropped out of the race, and on the 
home-streteh it narrowed down to six, Red- 
field, Pierre, Huron, and Mitchell, in South 
Dakota, and Bismarck and Jamestown were 
the representatives of North.Dakota, but 
with a great advantage in Bismarck’s favor, 
since it was a second ehoice of the South 
Dakota towns, If none of them could get it, 
and it should go to Bismarek, they reasoned, 
this would leave a choice still open between 
them for the Capital locality when the Terri- 
tory was divided. Bismarck obtained the 
prize on the seeond ballot, and is happy, and 
We may now expect to hear ot a boom in 
real estate there and general rejoicing at the 
Big Muddy city, and corresponding gloom 
and moroseness in Yankton, way down in 
the southeast corner. There are other 
agencies at work, however, which 
the South Dakota towns have not calculated 
upon, and their tendency will de to make 
Bismarck the permanent Capital of a united 
Dakota. We refer to the railroads. They 
are great annihilators of time and distance. 
The final ballot was hardly counted before 
there comes with it the announcement that 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad Cam- 
pany will extend their line at once from 
Mitchell northwest up the Valley of the 
Jim River to Bismarek. The vote that makes 
Bismarck the Capital is destined also te 
make Bismarck a railroad centre, and these 
threads of iron and steel will tie the Terri- 
tory together beyond any danger of division. 
Were this a time of the old slow stage 
coaches there would be no solution to the 
question except u division; but when this 
new road is finished the politicians can jump 
into the cars at Mitchell at night end be at 
Bismarck in the morning. The distance will 
not figure. Other roads will stretch their 
rails across the Territory, and Bismarek will 
soon be easily accessible from all points. Ge- 
ographically, nothing can be said against the 
location. It is proportionately ag near the 
centre of the Territory as the Capital of many 
other States, and much nearer than some of 
them, like Atlanta, Albany, Boston, Harris- 
burg, Madison, Portland, and others, The 
prospect is promising, therefore, that Dakota 
will come into the Union as an undivided 
State, with Bismarck for her Capital. We 
congwtulate the people of Bismarck, espe 
cially those who hold corner lots,

LARD ADULTERATION. 

The lard imbroglie in this city has been 
taken from the Inspection Committee of the 
Board of Trade to the Directors, on a peti- 
tion of McGeoch, asking that the Fowlers be 
disciplined and their warehouse declared 
irregular. This transfer of reference was 
made because the committee could not afford 
the relief asked for, as it could not go behind 
the certificates of the Board of Trade In- 
spectorin any case in which a chemical or 
microscopic analysis was required to 
determine the validity of the certifi- 
cate. It is understood to be the wish 
of parties who-are interested that as little as 
possible shall be said about it to the publie, 
Enough has, however, been said already to 
arouse the attention of consumers to the 
fact that there are grave suspicions of tam- 
pering with an importantarticle of foodona 
wholesale scale. It may result, if nothing 
more be said, ina further decrease in the 
consumptive demand for lard, and thus work 
further injury to few righteous men who 
have not yet bo the knee to Baal, This 
is to be deprecated, as they have suffered too 
much already in being abliged to compete 
with the vile stuff which ean be produced 
much more cheaply than honest goods, 
while buyers are not intelligent enough to 
know that the best is the cheapest, and so 
patronize the fraud, to the great damage and 
disgust of the manufacturer who is too 
honest too cheat and steal. 

The simple truth is that the business is 
even now so utterly demoralized that it can- 
not continue much longer in its present 
condition. Like aman at the gasp of death, 
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At present it seems as if the only chance 
to sa ve the trade from richly-earned. ruin is 
for those few men to strike 8 bolder attitude. 
They should litt the standard ef “ purity,” 
and invite a few of the honest men in the 
world outside to rally around them. The 
Board of Trade owes it tu Itself and the pub- 
lic to interfere, hut can searcely be expeeted 
to do so unless the honest lard-makers tollow , 
the advice of the Apostie to provoke thetr 
fellows to good works. It would probably 
be found no very difficult matter to get the 
bali rolling, as the board could not, for very 
shame, refuse to take hold if properly lakored 
with on the auhject. The board not only 
could well afford, but could not afford to re- 
fuse, to offer a handsome reward for conclu- 
sive evidence of adulteration in aay article 
that is delivéred on contracts between its 
members, whether such evidence were fur- 
ulshed by chemical analysis or otherwise. 
By assuming such a position it would earn 
for itself a golden reputation and make a 
trade-mark which would obviate the neces- 
sity of offering that other reward for evi- 
dence of cuts in commission rates, It would 
also set a brilliant exammle that might per- 
haps induce similar efforts in the direction of 
obtaining pure tea, coffee, spices, butter, 
cheese, and drugs. Here is an object that is 
well worthy the attention of the few honest 
manufacturegs of lard. As they are repre- 
sented in the Committee on Inspection the 
path is open to them. Have they the courage 
to follow it?

“THE OLD TICKET.” 

Prior to the Democratic National Conven- 
tion of 1880 there was a boisterous demand in 
certain quarters for a renomination of the 
old Bourbon tieket “ — Tilden and Hendricks. 
Its advocates claimed, that this ticket had 
once been elected and cheated of its rights, 
and that it would appeal to the country with 
aforce which no other combination could 
assert. But there were various obstacles in 
the way which made it impossible to secure 
an indorsement of the old ticket from the 
Cincinnati Convention. John Kelly and 
Tammany were still irrgeoncilably hostile 
to Tilden. A very large proportion of the 
Southern Democrats were disgusted with 
Tilden beeause he had not defended his 
“rights” and seized the office of President 
at the time Hayes was inaugurated, Finally, 
Hendricks himself, who thought he was “a 
bigger man” than Tilden, refused flatly to 
accept the second place; and Tilden, fore- 
seeing the drift of things, sent in a letter of 
declination to hedge against rejection. It was 
probably Hendricks’ conceit and selfishness 
which, more than any other influence, shaped 
the action of the Cincinnati Convention. He 
acted the part of the dos in the manger all 
through the contest. He was not content 
with helping to destroy the chances for the 
old ticket,“ but asserted his own preposter- 
ous and impossible claims so obstinately as to 
defeat the nomination of Senator McDonaid, 
who would probably have been the choice of 
the convention if the Indiana delegation had 
been permitted by Hendricks to substitute 
MeDonald’s name for his own. 

This bit of history ®epders Hendricks’ 
latest utterances in regard to the next Presi- 
dential struggle peculiarly significant. He 
has been interviewed by one of the forty-six 
Democratic editors in Indiana said to be in 
favor of “ the old ticket,” and has virtually 
indicated a willingness to assent to an ar- 
rangement of that kind if it can be made. 
His Cincinnati experience in 1880 and the 
recent Democratic boom for McDonald have 
evidently taught Hendricks that he is not 
quite so important to his party as he 
imagined, and be apparently prefers half a 
loaf to no bread. At ail events he is re- 
ported as saying that Mr. Tilden is “in bet- 
ter health than he bas been in years,” and 
that he himself feels more lively than he has 
“at any time since he retired from his cam- 
paign of 1876,” To this he added that Mr. 
Tilden is one of the most remarkable citi- 
gens of the Republic’’; that “he has lived 
down every calumny”; that “the whole 
country has watched him elosely since he 
was defrauded of the Presidency, and there 
has been everything in his life to inspire re- 
spect”; and that “he is indeed a grand 
man.” All was pointed enough when com- 
ing from the man who d more than any- 
body else to defeat the indorsement of “ the 
old ticket“ in 1880. But in order to leave no 
doubt about the new movement in that direc- 
tion Mr. Hendricks proceeded as follows:

For many years the Democrats have 
been about four years behind the times in 
their Presidential campaigns. They would 
be so in nominating the old ticket“ for the 
next campaign. Had they takefl up Tilden 
and Hendricks in 1880, who were then as 
available as they had been in 1876, there 
would have been some basis for the outery of

In 1847 be 
entered the University of Bresiau, after a pre- 
liminary course at the Elizabeth Gymnasium of 
the same city, and graduated as a Doctor of 
Laws in 181. He then became pro forme an 
Auscultater at the Municipal Court of Berlin. 
Soon afterwards he removed to England. in- 
tending to make bis permanent home and pur- 
sue bis profession there, but in 1856 be reap- 
peared in Berlin end became an Assessor, 0c» 
cupsing a place on the bench untii 1870, when be 
again resumed the practice of law as an ad- 
vocate. He was first elected to the House 
of Deputies from the Fourth Berlin District in 
1865, and reGlected in 1866, at first as an Ad- 
vanced Liberal, but after the battle of Sadowa 
he abandoned his old associates and aided to 
found the National Liberal party. In the North 
German Confederation he was a member of the 
Constituent Reichstag and of the subsequent 
Reicbstag, and now sits in the Prussian Landtag 
for Frankfort-ou-tbe-Main. He is the leader of 
the National Liberaia, not only by virtue of su- 
E talents, which alware msel

@liddons Reissued Patents 
Invalid. 


Defendants Also Upheld in Their Tmprove- 
ments on the Machinery for Making 
Such Fencing.

These Opinions Are Préliminary, but Will Treb- 
ably Hold in the Final Hearing. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., June 4.— [Special.] To- 
day Judge Treat, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, rendered his decision on the 
barb-wire patent cases, There are two 
series of cases, one involving the validity of 
the patents on the invention, and the other 
the validity of patents on the machinery. 
There is widespread interest in the decision 
in the first se ef thesé cases, as it affects 
almost every fatm in the West where barbed- 
wire fencing has been used. The first series 
of cases covered by Qe decision are brought 
by the Washburn & Moen Manufacturing 
Company and Isaac Ellwood as follow:

THE OPINION. 

It will be seen from the above that some of 
the cases involve the validity of the Kelly 
patents and some the Gliddons patents. The 
Washburn & Moen Manufacturing Company 
is sole assignee of the Kelly patents, 
and together with Eliwood is assignee of the 
Gliddons patents. The general proposition 
controlling all of these suits may praperly be 
considered without detailing further the 
specific differences between them, for if the 
conclusions reached are correct they cover 
all the pending motions.. 

The argument took a wide range, and the 
opinion also is more extended than usual. It 


says: 

The Hunt and Smith patents, which were com- 
mented on, are outside the questions presented. 
It is clear that Hunt contemplated only the 
stringing on wires or ropes of 
sheet barbs punched i 
as stated. The punched 
retain distributively their idon along the 
wires or ropes, hence Smith ted the bend- 

of the wire at stated i vals, so the sheet 
barbs migtt be thus dis uted. Such was 
— the state of the art when Kelly con- 
ceived plan of hammering or compressing 
the sheet barb on fence-wire, so that the same 
could not slip, thus making a barbed wire of 
barbed sheets fastened to the fence-wire be- 
fore or after the fence-wire was strung. 
In the light of these suggestions the court is 
brought to the consideration of the Kelly and 
Gliddops patents, and of their respective issues. 
The conciusions reached affect Ali these cases 
alike. The Keily patent, No. 74,379, dated Feb. 
ll, 1868, was for a combiuation by which a piate 
of iron or steel was strung on a wireand fas- 
tened by a blow or compression 80 as 
to flatten the opening and fasten to 
the wire. Said plate had sharp thorns 
or points, and it was stated that 
the Wire might be put up with the thorns pre- 
viously attached and secured, or put on loosely 
and distributed and secured after the fence 
was erected. The former way, that of tastening 
the barbesto the wire before the fence was 
erected, was stated tobe preferred. This clause 
appears in the specifications. The Kelly reis- 
suo, No. 6,002, dated Feb. 8, 1876, contains claims, 
the first and fourth of which are alone in- 
voived in this suit, n 
their effect reference must be made 
to the specifications in the reissue. 
Iu the original Kelly patent, the specifigation of 
which is above quoted, there is nothing to indi- 
cate the use of a second wire twisted for lock- 
pu Prior to the Kelly - reissue, Feb. 
8, 1876, otmer constructions of barbs, witn 
a second twisted wird, bad been patented, bence 
the attempt in the Kelly reissue to broaden the 
patent. His remsue was subsequent to the 
Giiddons patent. The purpose ot the second 
twis wire was in the 
revised patent to purpose 
net hinted at in the original. It is contended 
that the first aud fourth claims of the Kelly re- 
issue are not only for the same invenuon cov- 
ered by the original patent, but practically 
cover any use of a second or twisting wire, by 
which the barbed plates or series of thorns can 
be beld in position distributively along the 
fence wires, whether thorns are 
rforated plate or short twisted wires in loop. 
Under the reissue the first claim is substantially 
the same as in the origiual patent whicn the de- 
fendant has not infringed. The fourth ciaim of 
the reissued tent ia for twisting two wires 
and a series of thorns strung upon one of the 
wires and heid in position by them as set forth< 
that is, by compression. If the reissued patent 
No. 6,902 is to be considered as covering more 
than the mode of fastening the plate barbs to 
the wire in the combination stated, and as ex- 
tend the use of the twisted wire 80 as to m- 
clude its use for the distribution of all kinds 
of barbs, then all said reissued patent is valid 
to aaid extension, because it was included with - 
in the scope of the original invention, and be- 
cause if there were any inadvertance, etc., the 
patentee under the recent decisions of the Su- 
rome Court was too late in correcting the al- 
ered mistake. The result is that said reissued 
patent is invalid so far as the same may be sup- 
posed to cover the tw wire to lock and keep 
barbs in position; also that the defendant's 
roduct as to the barbs and the mode of fasten - 
ing or distributme the same is entirely outside 
of the Kelly patents or its reissue. 

it is evident that if the use of the second wire 
was to lock the thorn without the com ion 
of the barb plate, then an entirely new device 
had been inserted in the old combination. It 
can bardly be contended that the combination 
of either the original or reissyed patent covered 
all possible forms of barved plates, or barbs, or 

inte which might be used in any combination, 

rrespective of compression, where twisted wires 
were to be used. Hence, the result of this exami- 
ation is—tirs:,*ne reissued patent is expanded 
unlawtullx to cover what was not à part 
of the original inveation or combinadon;: sec- 
ond, that inasmuch as the use of the second or 
twisting wire for locking oad Sere without com- 
pressing or perforated bar piutes, bad in the 
meantime been patented or applied for, and 
that, inasmuch as there was no inadvertauce, 
accident, or mistake to be corrected, it is ob- 
vious that the reissued Kellyepatent is invalid 
beesuse not only of the laches of the patentee, 
but also because it is broader than the original 
invention. It evidently was intended to cover 
subsequent invendons of others, thus coming 
within the denomination of the Supreme Court 
as to reissued pateuts so broadened. 

The next patent under consideration is reissue 
No. 6,918, Feb. 8, 1876. being a reissue of patent 
No. 150,683, May 12, 1874. The claim in the ortet 
nal patent is in these words: The combination 
of the wires BO, stotted tube G, coil spring L, 
and post K. for keeping the wires ia proper 
tension in various temperatures as described 
and shown.’’

This view obtains special 
cogency from the fact that, Nov. 24, 1874, Glid- 
dong obtained a patent tor a twisted wire-fence, 
having the transverse Withe bent at its middie 
portion. It is contended that, us the applica- 
tion tor the latter pateat was made prior to the 
application tor and issue of the earlier patent, 
and that as, by the rules of the Patent Oilice, a 
reissue, if desired, had to be made for the patent

CROP PROSPECTS. 


Probable Shortace ian Hops—Latest He- 
ports from the Growing Fields. 

WATERVILLE, N. Y., June 4,—[Special.}]—

firms the bullish talk of growers and dealers. 
There was less damage from winter-kill this 
year than is usual, but the continued cold, 
wet weather has encouraged root decay, and 
the miss-hills exceed the early indications.

At the gathering of hop dealers in Albany 
last week the total amount of hops in the 
United States outside of brewers’ hands was 
reported at 21,769 bales. Of this total the 
dealers present held a little more than one- 
half, Ata moderate estimate it is held that 
50,000 bales will be needed by brewers before 
the crop of 1883 is available. It has been 
given out freely that at the Albany confer- 
ence it was resolved that dealers would not 
attempt to corner the market, but would 
freely supply the demand at present prices. 
Ot the visible supply the four Central New 
York Counties—Oneida, Otsego, Madison, 
and Montgomery—hold 9,725 bales. 

GREENVILLE, III., June 4—[Special.]— 
After a ride of fifty miles through the 
country today Tue TRIBUNE correspondent 
finds that not one-third of a crop can be 
counted on, and what there is will be badly 
mixed with cheat. Oats are fine, and an im- 
meuse area of corn is being put in.

Barnum’s Circus and Menagerie on the 
Lake-Freat, 

Yesterday was a great day for the small boy.

The street 
parade througb the principal thoroughfares was 
a creditabie exhibition, with the newly-deco- 
rated chariots, the gayly-caparisoned horses, 
elephants, camels, and brass bands: and in the 
afternoon large crowds came from all directions 
to visit the tents.

Of course 
Jumbo was the centre of attraction for admir- 
ing crowds, and was liberally dosea with pea- 
nuts, lemonade a la cireus, and popcorn, all of 
which he disposed of with evident relish. In 
size he is quite the monster he is represented.

Near these were a band of 
Sioux Indians in war paint, a group of curious- 
ly-attired Nubians, the Zulus, male and female; 
a tribe of fantastically-arrayed savages from 
Australia, the wild men of Borneo, and Col. 
Rut Goshen, the Arabian giant. In the menag- 
erie tent proper the herd of large and small ele- 
phants, twenty-seven in number, and the cameis 
were to be seen, and iu the cages were lions, 
tigers, sea-lions,monkeys,etc.,forming a very ex- 
ceilent display. The huge circus and hippodrome 
tent, which is said to seat 15,000 people, was well 
filled at 2 o'clock, when the performance began.

ABSTRACTS OF TITLE. 

MR. FERNANDO JONES RELATES WHAT THEY 
ARE AND TELLS HOW THEY SHOULD BE 
EXAMINED, 

Mr. Ferrando Jones lectured before the senior 
class of the Union College of Law yesterday 
afternoon on “ Abstracts of Title.” 

He began by apologizing for appearing before 
them, since he was not a lawyer. But be claimed 


to be a brother-in-law, since the business ot 


making abstracts of title was intimately con- 
nected with the law. All nations had had some 


regulations in regard to land. Among tue pas- 
toral tribes, who held lands in common, indi- 
vidual ownership was recognized. The earliest 
urchase of record was that of Abraham of a 
urial place, and the earliest land statute was in 
Ecclesiastes: “Thou shalt not remove thy 
neighbor's landmark. Accursed is he who re- 
moveth the ancieut landmurks, and the people 
shall say amen.” The eartiest record of a 
survey and a conveyance of land was 
roman and in this case the 
purchase was obtained by right of redemption, 
and conveyance was made under seal, and wit- 
nessed and acknowledged. in the early ages 
new comers were considered a menace to the 
tribe. This law of heredity held good to the 
present day. The transition from the possession 
of land by tribes to chiefs or psetriarchs was 
easy. Lan“-grabbers and monopolists were the 
same in alltimes. Astor, Vanderbilt, the In-

among what were called civilized peoples had 
been the practice of seizing on the property of 
an epemy, and banding it over to a successful 
warrior or some court favorit. Our moral and 
judicial principies had been somewhat poisoned 
thereby. While traveling through Spain the 
lecturer noticed that one of the finest 
estates in Andalusia, three leagues are, 
belonged to the Duke of Wellington, th® Span- 
ish — baving been compelled to present it 
to him in payment for bis services during the 
Peuinsular war.

The advance of 
civilization necessarily rendered land- teuures 
more complex. These were increased by the 
methods of the German robber Lords and the 
great digoitaries of England,. who also assumed 
the name of the Almighty. Tities to reaity in 
England became extremely complex. The 
feudal! system, the privileges of the nobles, and 
the statutes produced the most intricate system 
of iand-tenures in the world. It was now a very 
troublesome and expensive undertaking to 
purchase a portion of Engtisn soil, there being 
o many resulting trusts and prescriptive rights 
that it was net to impossible to secure 
them all and clear the premises of 
them. Similar titles had survived in this coun- 
try, particularly in New York, giving rise to the 
„ Barn-Burners’ war“ „ controversy 
being settied by arbitration, W. H. Seward act- 
ing as the agent of the Holland Land Company, 
and known as the “ Pacificator.” Per- 
haps notb had contributed in a greater de- 
gree to coM plicated tities than the vicious prac- 
tice of making wills, tus allowing men to iegis- 
late and control the interests of the living. 
origin of the title to land in the Eastern States 
was grant from the Kings of England and Hol- 
land, and in many of the Southern States from 
France and Spain. 

After explaining the present of sur- 
veys he said re was no system of registration 
in Eogiand except ia two districts. The French 
system—the Code Napoleon—was the most per- 
fect of land conveyances known, but the regis- 
tration of titles was imperfect. In Engiand 
deeds and other muniments of title were pre- 
served with great care, and no conveyance was 
valid without a transfer of the possession of the

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were more act- 
ive yesterday and mostly weak. The fine 
weather was too much for strength in grain, 
especially as receipts were rather large, and the 
show-up on the lard deal did not encourage con- 
fidence in provisions. in all departmencs the 
leading feature was a disposition to sell long 
stuff, and little demand for futures, except as 
the shorts filled moderately at the lower prices 
asked. There was a less active business in 
chartering, the falling off being greatiy due to a 
comparative scarcity of spot vessel-room. 

Provisions were moderately active, and weak 
during the first hour, the feeling afterwards 
being steadier at the reduced prices, Pork 
closed on ‘Change 22%@25e below the latest 
prices of Saturday, at $19.10 bid for July, and 
$19.25 asked for August. Lard closed fully 80 
lower, at $11.60 bid for July, and $11.20 bid tor 


August. Short ribs closed 12%c ‘lower, at $9.90 " 


for July and $10.02 asked for August. Liver. 
pool quoted a reduction of 3d in lard, and our 
receipts were large enough to induce lower 
prices at the Stock-Yaras. These facts, with 
the weakness in wheat, made product weigh 
rather heavily in the hands of holders, and there 
was not much outside demand to stimulate 
prices. The inquiry for shipment seemed 
to be especially dull. The outcome 
of the lard deal for June was not regarded as a 
reason for strength, and that article was offered 
for August delivery with unusual freedom, 
which caused that month to sell 40c below the 
price for July.

Lake Freight aud Charters. 

There was u fairly active demand for grain 
vessels yesterday, and the number of charters 
made fully equaled the amount of availabie 
tonnage. If there had been more offerings 
there would undoubtedly have been a much 
larger amount of grain shipped.

of the propellers. which are not altogefher de- 
pendent un grain freigbts.

ROME AND THE POWERS. 


Prussia and the Vatican. 

BERLIN, May 21.—The Ultramontane Germania 
publisbes tonight a telegram from Rome which 
confirms the statement that the answer of the 
Vatican to the last Prussian note has been 
handed to Herr von Schidjzer. The North-German 
Gazette at the same time gives an analysis of 
the Prussian note, according to which the Curia 
has not denied the right of the State to expect a 
notification of the name of every priest before 
he can be appointed toa parish.

The Canadian propeller Isaac May and con- 
sorts are still in ohbarge of the United States 
Marshal. Capt. May was endeavoring to com- 
promise the matter yesterday, but up to a late 
hour had not succeeded. The vessels are incur- 
ring heavy expenses and serious loss during 
their eoforced detainment, although the crew 
seems to enjoy it. 

The shipments for the month of May from 
Saginaw River are reported as follows: Lum- 
ber.

The Union Line propeller H. J. Jewett is fully 
sustaining the reputation sbe has acquired of 
being tne fastest graif-carrier on tne lake. A 
vessel Captain says that bis boat left this port 
about two weeks in company with the 
Jewett, but soon lost sight of her. Several bours 
after he arrived at Buffalo he was somewhat 
surprised to see the Jewett come in and was 
considerably elated over the fact that he bad 
beat her in. His glory was of short duration, 
for on inquiry he ascertained that the Jewett 
nad made another round trip since he had left 
Chicago. - 

The Canadthn wrecking tg Prince Alfred 
which is now the property of the International 
Wrecking & Transportation Company, bas been 
largely repaired during the winter and spring, 
and is eo far a new boat that it was thought best 
to give heranew name. Application was made 
by 8. A. Murphy to the Dominion Government 
and permission obtained to have her name 
changed to Michigan.“ under which title she 
will henceforth go to the rescue of craft which 
are unfortunate enough to run against Canada. 
The Micbigan is now in the best possible shape 
for wrecking, and bas on board steam-pumps, 
boisting-gear, and everything necessary to do 
successful wrecking. The Michigan's engine is 
completely new and very werful. 11 is a 
Steeple compound, with cylinders 22 and 40 by 
27. Her boilers have also been repaired, so that 
she is now one of the best pullers on the lakes. 
The name “Michigan” can scarcely be called 
new, as the tug was formerly known by that 
name when owned by Capt. John Pridgeon, who 
sold ber to the Canadian Government.

The clerical newspapers have significantly ab-

Tect of suspending their diatribes aguinst Eu- 
wiish rule in Lrelaud. 

The Budget Committee is again nibbling at 
the ecclesiastical estimates. it bas struck out 
of the budget 97,000 francs for expenses of Epis- 
copa! visitations, 50.000 francs tor the instalia- 
tion expenses of new Bishups, francs for 
the cost of bulls and notifications, and 90.000 
francs for Episcopal furniture. The amounts 
devoted to seminary bursaries—viz.: 810.000 
francs for Cathoiics and 100. 000 francs for rrot- 
estants and Jews, are to be reduced yearly by a 
third until they cease altogether. The commiét- 
tee have. however, rejected the idea of a sub- 
commission upon the questions of reducing the 
stipends of the Archbishops of Paris and Algters 
and of two Aigerian Sulfragans and of stopping 
the pay of various Vicars-General, Canons, 
and Curates. It also negatived, by 20 
votes to 8 a proposal for immediate 
disestablishment. The Chamber will, of course, 
have to pronounce on the suggestions of the 
committee, but they will probably be accepted. 
It must be confessed that such proceed are 
not calculated to encourage the poliucal neu- 
trality of prelates like Monseigneur Guilbert, 
who has just been translated trom Amiens to 
Bordeaux. As Bishop of Gap, M. Guiibvert half 
a cdozen years ago issued a pastoral enjoining 
political neutrality on bis clergy, which so in- 
censed the leading Ultramontanes. of that dis 
trict and the Bishops that be had to withdraw 
trom the committee of the Toulouse Catholic 
University. At Amiens be bas persevered in 
the same line, and after refusing transiation to 
Cambrai be vow succeeds the late Cardinaidvon- 
net at Bordeaux.
